“A A MIDNIGHT ALARM, 

There wero some moments of tenge excito- 
mont just ufter midnight on the 19th, A few’ 
stray shots woro reported from the neighbour. 
ehood ‘of Li Hongkew and the news came, hy 
way of tho Contral Police Stution, to the 
British naval headquarters’ o' tha Consulate, 
that a large Chinese army was marching on 
the Seitlemonut from. that direction, that they 
were close upon the General Hospital, if not 
already in possession of it, and that thoy ‘were 
firing the country a3 they ‘came; They were 
said to have driven in the outposts with the logs 
of some lives to the defenders. ‘I'o hear out-this 
atuterarnt the whole sky to the West of the 
Settlement became ruddy, as with the glaro of oa 
enormous conflagvution. The goneral slarm was 
rung from the boll towors, the bluejackots turn- 
ed out trom tho British and Corman Consulates, 
Volunteers como slong the Bund at the donble, 
tho machine guns were got into position on the 
Garden Bridge and in front of the Astor House, 
and mounted scouts were sent out to ascortain 
what was doing, The scouts roon returned with 


and tho main bodies of bluejacketa were with- 
‘drawn to tho Consulates us the most centrak 
points of dufence, : 

The glare in the sky continued and steam 
waa got up on the fire-float, while the Brigade 
hveried off towards Sinzo village where the 
blezo was’ in propross,. A large number of 
native houses were found well alight. und thoro 
were alvo large quantities of straw, pointing: to 
incendiary octioy. ‘Lhe outbreak was taekled 
with such enevgy and snecess that by half past 
one o'clock it Was eutively uuder control nud 
the engines returued, ‘Iho stroots by that time 
wore as quiet aud deserted as-ovor.

MOUNTED VOLUNTEERS aT ‘WORK, 

A detachment of the Light Horse galloped 
up the Maleo and charged into a mob, doing 
splendid work with tho ponies, backing into 
tho crowds and whesling very offectively, This 
work was aseiated in by Sikh mounted police. 
Ono or two of the Light Horse used riding 
whips with good effect. On tho ontlying 
roads the mounted troops met with many 
rough gangs of Chinese both night ond 
day .and ‘some of them wera inclined. to ‘try { 
end force theiv way past the horeemen into 
the Settlement. Those gangs were offectively 
dealt with but.it is reported that in some cases 
firing had to be resorted to to disperse groups 
that were trying to unite and would have made a 
tongh body had they sneceaded. The patrolling 
was kept up continuously, the ponies proving 
very hardy. 


FOREIGN QUERILLAS. 

Apparently there ware “ oyc witnesses” who 
enjoyed the excitement, and wrro coger to re. 
count their oxperionces. Ono of the most virid 
gliwpees is the talo of whatone saw in Hanbury 
Road between 9,30 and‘1l um. There was a 
disturbance near thé Fire Engine station, s great 
mob strrounding four or five English police 
and four Sikh ‘policemen,. Thera were no 
Chinosa police present, ‘Che mob wore throw- 
ing stones at tho foreigners and police. A 
foreigner who was apparently a. Spaniard 
attempted to force his way through, by firing 1 
bincchamberet revolver in the air. Tho mob 
continued to throw stones at him and 
the foreigner then fired into the mob several | 
limes. bringing down aoveral, killed and wound- 
ed. ‘bo polico did not fire, but used their 
batons and’ clubbed. the mob who were armed 
with bamboo sticks. The police were unable 
to get hold of those who fell; thay were taken 
away by. their Chinese friends. About 5 p.m, 
four Chinese officials on borssbackin Hongkew 
wore exhorting the people to keep quit. 

A epoctator in‘Nanking Road snpplied inter- 
esting particulars. He was near the Town Hall 
at about 8.30 am, A small crowd of natives 
went to the proprivtor of a chow. shop pnd 
ordered him to close up at once... Thore waa 5 
disturbance and two Chivese police sergeants 
came along and took the ringleader towards the 
‘Louza police station ;  foraign gentleman and

Ha 
says :—‘ Now experience with the Chinesa has 
always shown that c'emency does not sppeal to 
them ;" it is entirely opposed to all their 
methods ;in a word, they construe it as woak- 
ness, ‘Ihe “chout of approval” from the 
-erowd, .to which your Chinese ‘correspondent 
alludes in such o touching manner was, I 
shrewdly suspect, mers in the nature of o shout 
of derision. Doubtless the European ‘police 
wera only acting under orders—it seoma that all 
th~ough the lamentablo events of the prst few

CANADA AND THE NAVY. 
: 


PLEA HOR A COLONIAL PLEBT. 


Speaking ata Trafalgar Contonary gathoring 
at Winuipeg, Mr. W. Sanford Evans said — 
We live iu a world where soa power is one of 
the most dominant forces, and in an empire 
which hag attained its present magnitude and 
owos its continued existence to sea powor, In 
face of these conditions Canada neods a policy. 
Safety requires it, solf-respoot domands it, and 
it ia essential to an expanding futuro, We may 
have no warlike ambitions—and I trust we may 
have ‘nono— butin o world such as wo know it 
to be, only. that mation can safely pursuo the 
paths of poace which is propared for wor. Thoro 
is absolutely no other policy that [can see for 
Canada than this—that in proportion to our 
population, our wealth, and our notional intor- 
esis wo shill provide defence both by land and 
by sen. Land defence is notenough, Woe have 
intexests that oan be defended only on tho sen, 
and we .re exposed to danger from tho sen, 
and thoro: is, to my mind, no more reason 
why we should leayo to the mother country, 
even if wo subsidise hor for it, the wholo 
task of sea dofence, than that..we should 
bring hor soldiers over os. merconaries to 
form our regular defence by land. It is for a 
man to defend his own, and to join with another 
ju tho defence of common interests. Canada, 
with hired soldiors across tho goas in tho place 
of her own militia forces, would be a pitiable and 
almost hopeless spectacle, Canada, with no 
naval preparations at all, relying upon tho 
navel preparation of enother~-no matter how 
clogs the relationship—or sven handsomely 
sibsidising the navy of that othor—should be 
regarded as cquolly unworthy, Canada should 
provide for naval dofence, and the delay: has 
been too long already. Ip thw first place rhe 
should establish o uaval militia, On our sea- 
boards “tira mon who make their liviug on tho} 
goa, and who would giadly join such a force, 
receiving their training at those sensons not! 
euitable for their work, On ovr great lakes 
there aro thourands moro similarly sitested, and 
in addition te these there are thousands upon 
thousands of our young ‘men who have the 
aquatic taste and spirit, whether it manifests 
itself in the sailing yachts, the motor boat, the 
rowing’ shull or the sensitive canoe. From oul 
the ranks of these mon a formidable body of 
naval militia could. be recruited, and 1 can ses 
no insurmountable difficulties in providing thom 
with at least such preliminary training as would 
turn tom into handy men-vf-war's mcn with o 
éhort finishing coarse. \ 

Further, I beliove Canada should Inv the 
foundations ofa navy. of her own, purchasing 
if she has to but building all sbe can. 1 
advocate vo extravagout ‘expenditure and J 
would n.t make Caonds a wililary nation, but
